He said that w hile McClellan could count on “ $10,000 
from a bank president,” his own contribut ions “ come from 
the pockets of worn overalls and cookie jars.” 
M cClellan replied: “ Listen this is no overall pocket 
m oney, this is no cookie jar nickles and dim es.”

The recent Surgeon General’s report on the effects 
of TV violence on children is being supported in 
several ways by the research of a University of Utah 
psychologist.
